; If. what is^sdd Toronto World of 
tlie'i26th u\K^1^^e^^^^ Mr. Crooks was 
virtually ki&ed dfiCof tlio Mowat eabinet. 
Tho World says that one Crooks' friends 
remarked that tho first intimation ho had 
of it was on Thursday when on his way to 
St. Thomas a fellow' psssenger handed him 
the Globe.

. tejvl'daygjpiia'lprtnight. But Mr. Crooks'

•A Nm for the Police to Cmch. 

■ To THE Editor: — I notice in your re- 
port of the conference between the city 
council and the temperance delegates Fri- 
day night that one of the councillors main- 
tained that the police had no power to 
act in the suppression of the evils com- 
plained of. 'IhiB on the very face of it 
shows a sad want of the moat elfinTentary 
education in tho law of tlie land. Tho re- 

. xnarka of Chief Justice Sir M. 13. Begbie 
to the gi-and jury, some two or three years 
ago, are all that is required to remind the 
council and their servants, the police, of 
their utter neglect of one of the funda- 
mental laws of every civilized country. 
On the occasion- referred- to his lordship 
emphatically stated that all games of 
chance, whether gambling in saloons, or 
raffles at church fairs, wore illegal, imd 
very heavy penalties would be inflicted on 
anyone brought before him on such a 
charge. 

Although ithere . is, no - law in existence 
restricting 'the^i sale of liquor,"there cer- 
tainly is a lavi-'and n, very stringent one 
too, pi-ohibiting entirely tho gigantic 
gambling frauds that go on in broad 
daylight and in' almost every saloon in 
the city; and, moreover, it is % crying 
shame and a disgrace to the police, who 
are well aware of at least three faro games 
at present in full blast, that they should 
"'Vopenly tfount^aiice .KtbetratnpUnr of 
ffi^ritish laws v % S ; class of \ firee'hooters 
,^who have been expelled from their nativd" 
country for the very same offence.

Articles of agreement made and entered 
into this twentieth day of August, in the 
year of our Lord one thousand eight hun- 
dred aud eighty-three. 

Between Robert Dunamuir, James 
Dunsmuir, anil John Bryden, all of 
Nanaimo, in the Province of British Co- 
lumbia; Charles Crocker, Charles F. 
Crocker, and Leland Stanford, all of the 
city of San Francisco, California, United 
States of America; and Gollis P. Hunting- 
ton, of the city of Now York, United 
States of America, of the, first part, and 
Her Majesty Queen Victoria, represented 
herein by tho..mini8ter :of railways and 
canals, of tho second part, 

Whereas it has been agreed by and be- 
tween the governments of Canada and 
British Columbia, , that ..the government 
of British OolUrabiU should {irdcure the 
incorporation, by an act of their legisla- 
ture, of certain persons, to be designated 
by the govornmont of Canada, for tho 
construction of a railway from Eaijuimslt 
to Nanairaoj and that the government of 
Canada should ; take ;8equrity from such 
corapaiiyffor the .construction of such 
railway. 

And whci'oas the parties hereto of the 
first part are usaociated together for the 
l)urpo3e of constructing, or contracting 
lor the construction of, a railway and 
telegraph lino from| Esiiuimalt to Nanai- ■ 
mo, and are hereafter refarred to as tho 
aaid contractors.:! 

Now theae presents witness, that in 
consideration of the covenants and agree- 
ments on tho part of Her Majesty herein- 
after contained, the said contractors 
covenant and agree with Her Majesty as

1. In this obntra'ct tho word "work" or 
"works" shall, unless theoontext requires 
a different meaning, mean thp whole of 
tho works, material, matter and things to 
bo done, furuiahod and porformed by the 
said contractors under this contract. 

2. All covenants aud agreements herein 
contained shall be binding on and extend 
to" the executors, administrators, and 
aaaigns of tho said contractors, and shall 
extend and be binding upon the succes- 
sors of Her Majesty; and wherever in this 
contract Her Majesty is referred to, such

maintain and work continuously a tele- 
graph line throughout and along the said 
line of railway, and aupply-all such tele- 
graph apparatus as may be required for 
the proper oquipmegt of such telegraph 
line, and perform all engineering services, 
whether in the field, or in preparing 
plans, or doing other office work, to the 
entire aatiafuotion of tho governor m 
council.

Mr. Raybould said that he was reported 
in The Coloniat{a& saying that Chinese are 
necessary oh the ; C P.' Railway. What 
ho did say was that Sir John Macdonald 
had said they wore necessary on that 
work ; but that he (Mr. Raybould) be- 
lieved if they were ever necessary that 
time had passed and the door shoiild be 
closed against them. 

Mr. Allen complained that one-half of 
the question of which he had given notice 
to ask to-day had not been reported in 
The Golonid — the names having been left 
out'. He hoped it was liot done wilfully. 
He wished all the papers to understand 
that when he put a notice on the board 
he wanted to have it put in in full or not 
at all. An error had also occurred in the 
Standard; but it had been corrected to- 
day. 

Bon. Mr. Smithe also rose to a ques- 
tion of privilege. In the Standard he was 
stated to have "confessed" that the §130,- 
000 advanced by the Dominion Govern- 
ment had been charged against the debt 
of the province. This was entirely un- 
true. The reports of neither paper con- 
tained a single word which justified the 
statement in the article and the editor 
should correct his statement now that his 
attention had been directed to iti He 
hoped the hon. leader of the opi')osition 
had no hand in the article. 

Hon. Mr. Davie said a leader in the 
Standard to-day stated that this govern- 
ment had been snubbed by the Dominion 
government; whereas, if a snub had been 
administered it was not this government 
that had got it. The boot was on the 
other leg, (laughter and "hear.") 

Mr. Beaven said this was a moat un- 
usual course. , 

Hon. Mr. Davie — This is an unusual 
article, (laughter.) '

The eleccrio light is at last an accom- 
plishod fact in Victoria, The contract 
j with the corporation was for eight years 
at §500 per month, the corporation hav- 
ing the option of purchasing the plant at 
an advance.... The lamps were first placed ' 
on the masts on Saturday night and the 
light shown for the first time. It was 
afterwards shown at two o'clock a.m. and 
again on Sunday night and yesterday 
morning. It will be sufficient to say that 
«o far the light has shown very fairly un- 
der difficulties. In the first place there 
has not been a real dark night and the 
moon has been very officious. In the next 
place there have been the usual draw- 
backs with a new engine and boiler, snch 
as occasional foaming and tho stretching 
of belts, all of which tend to intorf«re 
with the steadiness of the lamps. Public 
opinion is therefore held in suspense, but 
this much may be said, the light is both 
elegant and brilliant and its powerful 
penetration i roust be great, as it 
was seen some twenty miles off the city 
by the steamer Mexico,and it was at once 
known on board that Victoria h.ad com- 
mitted herself to the new illumination. 
Many people had 'doubtless formed too 
extravagant an estimate o£-'the effects of 
light, and was somewhat disappointed.
